In Ralph Houk, now in his fourth season 
as Detroit's manager, the Tigers have 
one of the game’s most successful 
skippers. 

During his 11 seasons as manager of 
the New York Yankees before coming to 
Detroit, Houk’s teams won 944 games 
and lost 839 for a .539 percentage 
which, at the time, ranked him 14th 
among the 38 pilots of modern times 
who had managed 10 years or more. 

The first three years of Houk'’s term 
with the Tigers were spent in rebuilding 
a club which had over-aged. That the 
corner has been turned was indicated in 
the 1976 won-lost figures which

showed a 17-game improvement over 
1975 for the Tigers, the biggest gain in 
the major leagues. 


Recognition of Houk’s success is a 
new managerial contract, unique in 
baseball, which has no term but which 
calls for severance pay whenever he 
resigns or is given his release. 


For 1977, one change in Houk’s 
coaching staff was made with Fred Hat- 
field promoted from his managerial post 
at Evansville to coach at third base. The 
holdovers are Dick Tracewski at first, 
Jim Hegan in the bullpen and Fred Glad- 
ding, the pitching coach.

Most Tiger fans may need an introduc- 
tion to their No. 1 catcher, because they 
saw So little of Milt May in 1976, his first 
season on the Tiger Stadium scene. 

Acquired from the Houston Astros in 
a key off-season trade, the 26-year-old, 
hard-hitting backstop played only six 
games last season before a broken 
ankle put him on the shelf for the rest of 
the campaign. May returned late in the 
year but only to work out, then reported 
for spring drills with a medical okay fora 
new start. 

His long period of recovery included 
workouts and one game behind the 
plate with the Tigers’ team in the Florida 
Instructional League. 


May, whose father was Pinky May, 
National League infielder of the 1939-43 
era, was a veteran of five major league 
seasons at 25 years of age when the 
Tigers got him from the Astros — three 
with Pittburgh and two with Houston. 

While with the Astros, May helped 
write a baseball footnote as he, on May 
4, 1975, delivered the hit — a three-run 
homer — which drove in teammate Bob 
Watson with the millionth run of 
baseball history. 

Giving Tiger fans a hint of good things 
to come, May had seven hits in six 
games last spring when he crashed into 
the backstop at Oakland in April, ending 
his service for the season. 


Ron Leflore 


A lot of good things happened to Ron 
LeFlore in 1976 before his knee col- 
lapsed under him, leading to surgery, 
and Tiger fans are expecting a lot more 
of the same from this exciting young 
outfielder. 


A30-game hitting streak which lasted 
from April 17 through May 27 led to his 
selection as both Player of the Week 
and Player of the Month in the American 
League in May, as wellas selection fora 
starting role in the All-Star Game in 
Philadelphia in July. 


His streak was the longest for a Tiger 
in 42 years, longest in the American 


League in 27 seasons and longest in the 
majors in six years. 

At the time of his injury in New York, 
three weeks before the end of the sea- 
son, LeFlore was hitting .316, a figure 
which held up as the Tigers’ best for the 
year and the fifth highest in the league. 

He also had stolen 58 bases and that 
was the most for any Tiger since Ty 
Cobb swiped 68 in 1916. It gave LeFlore 
a total of 109 thefts in his career of little 
more than two seasons. 

Surgery hopefully repaired the rup- 
tured tendon in LeFlore’s knee and for 
his big season, he was rewarded with a 
new three-year contract to start 1977. 
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For two straight seasons, injuries cur- 
tailed Mickey Stanley's contributions to 
the Tiger cause but the youthful 34- 
year-old handy man made it all the way 
through 1976 and signed a two-year 
contract as a promise of additional ser- 
vice ahead. 

Stanley's versatility was never more 
obvious than it was last season, when 
he played all positions in the field except 
pitcher and catcher in an 84-game total. 
It is believed to be the first time any 
Tiger ever played that many positions in 
a single season. 

In addition, Mickey was the Tigers’ 
top pinch hitter, with a .316 average for 
six hits on 19 emergency appearances. 


An outstanding prep athlete when 
signed by the Tigers in 1960, Stanley 
was a fixture in certerfield until injuries 
put a crimp in his action. In his heyday, 
he won four Gold Gloves for fielding 
skill; had two seasons (1968 and 1970) 
when he did not make an outfield error; 
and holds the major league career field- 
ing record with a .992 mark for the 
1964-76 seasons. 

A broken hand put him on the disabled 
list six weeks in 1974 and in 1975 it was 
another hand injury, requiring surgery, 
which put him out of action. 

But it was a different story in 1976 
with more good chapters ahead, Mickey 
says. 


Jason Thompson 


The Tigers believe they have found the 
man with the big stick in Jason 
Thompson, the handsome California 
first baseman who was rushed into ac- 
tion in 1976 and promptly became the 
Tigers’ leading home run hitter with less 
than two seasons of experience under 
his belt. 

Thompson was drafted off the cam- 
pus of California State-Northridge in 
June, 1975 and made his mark at 
Montgomery that year with a .324 aver- 
age and 10 home runs in just 75 South- 
ern League contests. 

He was promoted to Evansville to 
start the following season but was 


summoned to Tiger Stadium after only 
four games there because Detroit sorely 
needed a left-handed hitter following an 
injury to Milt May. 

Thompson proved to be just what the 
doctor ordered. 

He batted safety in 14 of his first 16 
games after reporting to the Tigers; hit 
nine home runs and had 22 RBI in June; 
and wound up with 17 four-baggers for 
the season to lead the Tigers in that 
important department. 

At the end of the season, he was hon- 
ored by selection for one Major League 
All-Star team and two additional Ameri- 
can League all-Rookie teams. 
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Mark Fidrych 


The talk of the baseball world in 1976 
was Mark Fidrych, who combined pitch- 
ing ability with a charisma which vet- 
erans of baseball reported completely 
new to the game. With only 2% profes- 
sional seasons under his belt, the 
curly-haired young righthander carved 
out a 19-9 record on the mound with a 
2.34 ERA which was the lowest in the 
majors. 

His 19 victories were the most for a 
Tiger rookie in 68 years and he fielded 
his position flawlessly, without an error 
in 78 chances. 

Colorful as they come, Fidrych mani- 
cured the mound, talked to the ball, ran 
to and from his position and congratu- 


lated every teammate every time he 
won. 

His appeal, coast to coast, was so 
great that his 29 starting performances 
drew an amazing total of 901,239 fans 
for an average of 31,077 per game. 

Fidrych was the starting pitcher in the 
All-Star Game at Philadelphia, the sec- 
ond rookie in history to draw that as- 
signment. 

His reward was a year-end bonus and 
a three-year contract, plus honors which 
included Rookie of the Year, Tiger of the 
Year and Player of the Year by the minor 
league baseball organization and the 
New York Baseball Writers. 
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The two faces of Mark Fidrych are graphically shown for the Tigers and agitation for their opponents — is too 
above.

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The highest plateau of his career was 
reached in 1976 by Ben Oglivie, who 
was born in Panama, raised in New York 
City, started his baseball career with the 
Boston Red Sox and came to the Tigers 
in 1974 in a trade for Dick McAuliffe. 

A left-handed hitter with excellent 
running speed and better fielding skill 
than he sometimes gets credit for, Og- 
livie was a platoon player last season, 
appearing in all three outfield positions 
and at first base. 

Although in and out of the lineup, he 
was in 115 games, the most for one 
season in his major league career — 
with 15 home runs and 47 runs batted 


in, also career peaks for the personable 
performer. 

Ben's home run total was second 
high for the Tigers, included the only 
inside-the-park homer for a Tiger all 
year, and three homers in three straight 
games in September. 

He had a mark of .250 as a pinch hitter 
and his hot play at one point brought him 
selection as the American League 
Player of the Week for the May 31-June 
6 period. 

Ben signed a three-year contract after 
the season and remained in Detroit to 
continue his college education at Wayne 
State University. 
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Injuries have been the bugaboo of Tom 
Veryzer, the Tigers’ strong-armed 
shortstop, who has been plagued by 
physical handicaps through both of his 
major league seasons. 

The young Long Islander put together 
a brilliant minor league background, de- 
spite missing a month in 1974 with a 
broken wrist. 

Made the Tigers’ regular shortstop in 
1975, Tom was sensational following 
the All-Star break, batting .313 in the last 
seven weeks of the season to finish at 
.252 and earn a spot on the Major 
League Rookie All-Star team. 

Even then, Veryzer was out of actiona 


total of four weeks with three injuries 
involving a bruised hand, a bad-hop eye 
mishap and a sore foot. 


His time on the sidelines mounted 
and his batting average shrank almost 
20 points in 1976 despite another late- 
season rally at the plate. 

In all, he missed 65 days of action 
because of bruised ribs, a sore hand and 
finally some severely sprained liga- 
ments in his ankle which benched him 
from the middle of August until the end 
of the season. 


Good health and good hitting are 
Tom's fervent hopes for 1977. 


The Tigers didn’t really intend to make a 
starting pitcher out of Ray Bare when 
they got him in 1975 but now they are in 
a different frame of mind. 

Purchased on the eve of the 1975 
season from the St. Louis Cardinals to 
plug a gap in the Tiger bullpen, Bare 
found himself a starter in early June — 
and he has pretty much remained there. 

His first campaign as a Tiger was 
noted for a two-hit performance against 
the California Angels which broke the 
Tigers’ 19-game losing streak of 1975. 


He continued his mastery over the 
Angels in 1976 by beating them twice 
without a loss which ran his two-year 
record against the Angels to 5-1. 


However, his finest outing of 1976 
was a one-hit 5-0 shutout of the Chicago 
White Sox in May, a game in which the 
lone Chicago safety was a fourth-inning 
single by Ralph Garr. Neither he nor the 
two White Sox batters who walked ever 
got past first base in Bare’s near-perfect 
performance. 
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Distinctive is the word for Rusty Staub’s 
season with the Tigers in 1976, the first 
in a Detroit uniform for the veteran out- 
field star who found American League 
pitching to his liking after feasting on the 
National League variety for 13 years. 

Staub made the transition from the 
New York Mets’ Shea Stadium to Tiger 
Stadium without missing a step. 

As one of the game's most scientific 
hitters, he led the Tigers in game- 
winning hits, runs batted in, hits, total 
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bases, at-bats, doubles, walks, sacrifice 
flies and games played — also ranking 
high in the American League in all of 
those very important categories. 

Rusty’s feat of playing in every Tiger 
game of the season marked him as one 
of only three American League players 
with that much durability. 

During his outstanding season, the 
flame-topped outfield star collected the 
200th home run, the 1,000 RBI and the 
2,000th hit of his illustrious career. 


He also put together batting streaks 
of eight, nine (twice), 10 and 13 games 
and twice had six-game streaks in which 
he drove in at least one run a game. 

Staub’s grand slam home run off Rol- 
lie Fingers of Oakland last April was the 
only blow of its kind for the Tigers all 
season. 

The Tigers’ ‘'Mr. Clutch’’ was the 
starting rightfielder in the All-Star Game 
at Philadelphia in July, marking his sixth 
selection for the summer classic.

One of the brightest stars in the galaxy 
of Tiger prospects is Steve Kemp, a 
young man who knew what he wanted 
and went after it. 


Acollegiate All-America slugger at the 
University of Southern California, Steve 
was so determined to get started on a 
climb toward major league stardom that 
he dropped out of school following his 
junior year to become eligible in the 
baseball draft. 


The Tigers took notice, making Kemp 
their No. 1 pick in the January, 1976 
selections. The young outfielder made 


an outstanding debut at Montgomery 
last year, hitting .289 and winning the 
Southern League Player of the Month 
Award in June before promotion to 
Evansville, where he tore up the Ameri- 
can Association with a .386 average and 
11 home runs in 52 games. 
Unfortunately, Steve tore a ligament 
in his ankle two days before he was due 
to report to the Tigers for the final month 
of the season. An operation repaired the 
damage and Kemp was ready for 1977. 
Steve's college credentials included a 
.351 average as a sophomore anda .435 
(for a Southern Cal record) as a junior. 


Willie Horton made a fast start in the 
1976 defense of his Designated Hitter 
crown but an injury which put him on the 
disabled list for nearly six weeks cost 
him a chance to repeat. 


The veteran slugger homered in three 
straight games in April, hada string of 10 
games in April-May in which he drove in 
at least one run — and was named the 
American League Player of the Week for 


the April 19-25 period because of his 
fine start at the plate. 

He was hitting a splendid .299 in early 
June and apparently was on his way to 
another fine season when the ligaments 
in his right foot became so inflamed that 
he could not walk on it. He was sidelined 
from June 6 until July 15 while taking a 
long series of treatments. 

It wasn't the same when Horton re- 
turned to action. His average slipped to 


.262 by the end of the season, a figure 
he has failed to reach only one time in 
his long and brilliant career as a Tiger. 

During the season, Willie collected 
the 200th double of his career and 
pushed some of his other career totals 
to 262 home runs for fourth on the Tiger 
all-time list; 2,548 total bases for ninth 
among all Tigers; 504 extra-base hits 
and 886 runs batted in for 10th in both of 
those categories. 
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It isn't exactly a crossroad, but Vern 
Ruhle has reached a point in his career 
where he is determined to prove to the 
Tigers that he is the pitcher he promised 
to be in 1975, when he was their Rookie 
of the Year. 


That was the season in which the 
former Olivet College star became a 
regular starter and the first Tiger rookie 
to win as many as 11 games ina Season 
since Frank Lary did it in 1955. 


However, Vern found it more difficult 
to get started in his sophomore season, 
perhaps handicapped more than most 
hurlers by the late-starting spring train- 
ing. His 32 starts were second-highest 


on the staff but his victories shrank to 
nine; with the highlight a seven-hit 4-0 
shutout of the Milwaukee Brewers in 
September. 

Ruhle made his mark as a blue ribbon 
prospect in 1974, his third professional 
season, when he totalled 20 victories 
with three different clubs: 5-0 at 
Montgomery, 13-5 at Evansville and 2-0 
at Detroit in a late-season trial. 

His 1975 start was a fast one, with a 
4-0 record in May and five victories 
among his first six decisions. His three 
shutouts led the Tigers that year; one of 
them a 1:35 quickie which was the 
shortest game of the American League 
season. 


The career of Mark Wagner, gifted 
young shortstop in whom the Tigers 
have much confidence, has steered 
back and forth because of injuries — his 
and others. 

In the third season of his minor league 
grooming, the youngster from Ohio suf- 
fered a severe setback because of a 
complicated leg fracture, received in a 
collision in the Florida State League, 
where he was playing with Lakeland. 

Mark fought his way back from that to 
win Midwest League All-Star honors at 
Clinton in 1975 and proved it was no 
fluke with a solid performance in 1976 at 
Evansville, the Tigers’ top farm club in 
the American Association. 


Then, in August, the Tigers found 
themselves in dire need of a shortstop 
when Tom Veryzer, their regular at the 
position, was injured. Veryzer’s misfor- 
tune as Wagner's good fortune. 


Stepping into the breech like a real 
veteran, Mark had a game-winning RBI 
in his very first game and connected 
safely in his first seven in a Tiger uni- 
form. 


Playing out the remaining 39 games 
on the schedule, he finished with a 
promising .261, thanks to a 4-for-5 per- 
formance in the final game — and high 
hopes for the future. 
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Another impressive chapter was written 
in. 1976 in the amazing career of John 
Hiller, the Tigers’ superb southpaw re- 
lief star who came back from a heart 
attack in 1971 to mop up bullpen honors 
year after year. 

The early peak was in 1973 when 
Hiller posted a major league record with 
38 saves and a Tiger club record of 60 
appearances. There was more in 1974, 
when John set an American League re- 
cord for relief victories with 17 and a 
major league mark for won-lost deci- 
sions in relief with 31. 

In 1975, Hiller had 14 saves and a fine 
2.34 ERA going for him when his season 


suddenly came to an end in July be- 
cause of a pulled muscle. With Hiller and 
Mickey Stanley both out of the lineup, 
the Tigers dropped 51 of their remaining 
64 games. 

However, in 1976, Hiller rebounded 
with a 12-8 record, a 2.38 ERA and 13 
saves which pushed his career total to 
94 — making him No. 1 among all-time 
Tiger leaders and No. 30 among all major 
leaguers. 

To top it off, John drew a starting as- 
signment at Milwaukee as the season 
came to a close, his first in four years, 
and came up with a four-hit shutout to 
follow 215 consecutive relief jobs. 
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With a question mark hanging over sec- 
ond base, the Tigers made an important 
spring addition to their 1976 roster 
when they signed Tito Fuentes, a free 
agent after 11 seasons in the National 
League. 

Fuentes was one of the 25 players up 
for grabs in the re-entry draft of last 
October. The Tigers and five other clubs 
bid for the Cuban native and it was the 
Tigers who eventually landed him after 
long and intricate negotiations by Jim 
Campbell, executive vice-president and 
general manager. 

Now a resident of California, Fuentes 
played nine seasons with the San Fran- 
cisco Giants, most of the time as their 


regular second baseman, and the last 
two campaigns with the San Diego 
Padres before getting his free agency. 

At the plate, he carries a lifetime Na- 
tional League average of .264 with 
peaks of .277 in 1973 at San Francisco 
and .280 in 1975 at San Diego. 

His fielding credentials are impres- 
sive. While with the Giants in 1973, he 
set National League records with only 
six errors in the season and a .993 aver- 
age. Two years later, he helped the 
Padres set a club record of 163 double 
plays. He also personally set club re- 
cords that year for sacrifice flies and hits 
by an infielder while leading the Padres 
in batting. 


There’s one thing about the career of 
Bruce Kimm that baseball's trivia fans 
will long remember. 


The 25-year-old catcher from lowa 
was the man behind the plate in 1976 in 
every game in which Mark Fidrych was 
the starting pitcher. That's 29 games 
and The Bird won 19 of them, losing only 
nine on his way to unrivaled popularity. 


One of those games will live espe- 
cially long in Kimm's memory, too. 


Fidrych was locked in a 2-2 struggle 
with the California Angels’ Frank Tanana 
the night of August 17 and time was 
running out. Kimm led off the bottom of 


the eighth with a home run off the facing 
of the left field Upper Deck at Tiger 
Stadium. 

Itwas his only home run of the season 
and it was enough as Fidrych held off 
the Angels in the ninth for his 14th vic- 
tory of the season before 51,822 fans, 
the biggest crowd of the season 

Kimm, originally signed by the White 
Sox, was acquired by the Tigers in a 
minor league trade with the Angels, iron 
ically enough, and spent three years in 
the Detroit farm system before getting 
his chance in April when Milt May was 
injured. 

The chance was all he needed.

When it comes to relief work, Jim Craw- 
ford knows what it’s all about. 


In 124 major league games, the tall 
southpaw has started only seven times 
— and five of them were for the Tigers in 
1976, his first season in Detroit. 


A product of the Arizona State Univer- 
sity baseball program which has turned 
out so many major leaguers, Crawford 
was signed in 1972 and found himself a 
48-time reliever, without a single start, 
for the Houston Astros the very next 
season. 


He dropped to the minors but 
bounced back to Houston in time to join 


Milt May and Dave Roberts in the De- 
cember, 1975 trade which was so im- 
portant to the Tigers. 

Crawford was the real hard-luck 
pitcher of the Tiger staff in 1976, per- 
forming better by far than his 1-8 rec- 
ord would indicate. The first complete 
game of his major league career, for in- 
stance, came at Texas last August, 
when he pitched well enough but lost — 
because the Tigers failed to score a run 
for him. 

His lone victory of the season was in 
New York in September in one of his 
rare starts and he had two saves in his 
27 relief appearances. 
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Aman who believes in getting off on the 
right foot is Dave Roberts, the Tigers’ 
veteran left-handed pitcher who came 
to Detroit from the Houston Astros dur- 
ing the 1975-76 off-season. 


Inhis first start as a Tiger, Dave turned 
in a two-hit shutout against the Califor- 
nia Angels and went on from there to 
win 16 decisions, a total exceeded only 
once in his eight-year major league 
career. 


It was about like that in 1970, which 
was Roberts’ first full season in the 
majors. He was with San Diego at the 
time and in his debut for the Padres, a 


relief assignment against Los Angeles, 
he set down 18 straight batters. 

For the Tigers in 1976, Dave made 36 
starts to lead the staff in that depart- 
ment and hurled four shutouts during 
the season to tie Mark Fidrych for top 
honors in whitewash performances. 

A post-season operation was per- 
formed on Dave's right knee to correcta 
chronic arthritic condition. 

Roberts actually has been owned by 
six major league teams but pitched for 
only the Padres and Astros before com- 
ing to the Tigers. The Phillies, Pirates 
and Athletics also owned his contract at 
times without giving him any major 
league action. 
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The road toward Tiger Stadium has not 
been a smooth one for Marv Lane, but 
the 27-year-old outfielder hopes a good 
minor league season will pave the way 
this time. 

A product of the Detroit public school 
system where he played basketball on 
championship teams at Pershing High 
School with Spencer Haywood and 
Ralph Simpson, current NBA stars, Lane 
has eight minor league seasons under 
his belt. 

He also has had five year-end trials 
with the Tigers, who eventually cut all 
strings and dropped him from their 
major league roster. 

After a two-year absence, he re- 
turned in time for 1977 spring training 


and one more shot at Tiger Stadium 
employment. 

This new chance can be credited to a 
fine 1976 campaign with Evansville, a 
team which didn't do that well as a 
whole. 

In 85 games with the American As- 
sociation club, Marv batted .290, hit 13 
home runs and drove in 60 runs. That 
brought on Tiger Stadium trial No. 5 last 
September and in 18 games Lane im- 
pressed Manager Ralph Houk seriously 
enough for spring consideration. 

Other good seasons have marked 
Marv's travels through the minors, in- 
cluding a .307 at Rocky Mount in 1971 
and a .312 at Montgomery the following 
season. 


There are two things about Chuck 
Scrivener that Tiger fans should re- 
member. 

He is patient and he is versatile. 

The 29-year-old infielder proved his 
patience by playing his way through 
seven seasons of minor league baseball 
before getting his chance at Tiger 
Stadium. All that time, the affable Vir- 
ginian was put down as “good field, no 
hit.””

At Evansville in 1975, he broke out of 
that as he batted .251, hit 10 home runs 
and became one of the key figures in the 
Triplets’ drive to a Junior World Series 
championship. 

Late in 1975, Chuck was introduced 
to Tiger fans but they had to look quickly, 
as he played in only four games. 

Back again in 1976, it was another 
story. That’s when the versatility came 
out. 


With the Tigers harrassed by injuries, 
a handy man like Scrivener was invalu- 
able. He played 43 games at second 
base. He had another 37 at shortstop. 
Seven times he filled in at third. Only at 
first base was Chuck among the mis- 


sing. 

With all of that moving around, 
Scrivener showed the experts some 
steady fielding, enough for another 
chance in 1977. 
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The rest of baseball has confirmed what 
Tiger fans have claimed all along — that 
Aurelio Rodriguez is without peer 
among American League players in 
fielding at third base. 


It became official in 1976, when the 
always-smiling senor from Mexico was 
voted his first Gold Glove trophy as the 
top fielding third baseman of the circuit 
with a mark of .978. The votes were cast 
by the managers, writers and broadcas- 
ters of the various American League 
cities. 


The honor is one long overdue for 
Rodriguez, whose smooth actions and 
strong throwing arm have produced 


gasps of admiration ever since he first 
appeared on the major league scene. 

That was back in 1967, when the 
California Angels gave him his first 
chance after purchasing his contract 
from Jalisco of his native country. 
Traded to Washington in 1970, Aurelio 
came to the Tigers at the end of that 
season to find a happy home at the hot 
corner at Tiger Stadium. 

His Gold Glove award, the 23rd 
awarded a Tiger player in 20 years, was 
won despite a serious ankle injury last 
August 29 which caused him to miss the 
rest of the season and knocked him out 
of winter baseball in Mexico for the first 
time. 
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John Wockenfuss 


Baseball's long history includes many a 
player who changed from one position 
to another during his career. 

One on the current Tiger roster is 
John Wockenfuss, whose beginning 
was in the outfield but who now wears 
the pads and mask of a catcher. 

His dangerous bat and his strong 
throwing arm have made him a valuable 
reserve for the Tigers. 

Wockenfuss, a native of West Vir- 
ginia, first was signed by the 
Washington Senators before they 
moved to Texas and became the 
Rangers. At that time, his habitat was 
the outfield but during the 1972 season 
at Pittsfield, where he spent three 


years, Wockenfuss was converted to a 
backstop. 

He was obtained by the Tigers during 
the 1973-74 off-season in a minor 
league transaction with the Cardinals 
and started the following season at 
Evansville. When an injury to Jerry 
Moses dictated a replacement on the 
Tiger roster, Wockenfuss was called up 
in August. He was back at Evansville in 
1975 but a .289 average and six home 
runs in 43 games got him another 
chance at Detroit, where he has re- 
mained. 

During the past off-season John was 
one of the top stars of the Caguas club in 
the Puerto Rico winter league. 


His background may not be extensive 
but the Tigers see an almost-unlimited 
future for Dave Rozema, their young 
right-handed pitching prospect from 
Grand Rapids. 

When he was invited to 1977 spring 
training as a minor leaguer seeking 
major league employment, it was said 
that Rozema was farther advanced than 
Mark Fidrych when he did the same 
thing the year before. 

Now, the entire baseball world knows 
what Fidrych did with his opportunity. 

Rozema is counting on two important 
tools to provide him with a spot on the 
Tiger staff: keeping his pitches low and 
keeping them over the plate. His brief 
minor league record indicates he can do 
both.

The 20-year-old youngster was 
picked fourth by the Tigers in the secon- 
dary phase of the January, 1975 draft 
after he refused offers from the Giants 
when they selected him the year before. 


His initial action at Clinton in 1975 was 
most impressive: 14-5 in the won-lost 
column and 2.09 in the earned run fig- 
ures. 

It was even better in 1976 at 
Montgomery, however, as Dave posted 
a 12-4 record with a 1.57 ERA despite 
missing nearly eight weeks with an 
elbow strain brought on by fooling witha 
slider to go with his curve and fastball. 

Even more impressive was Rozema’s 


control: only 15 walks in 126 innings on 
the mound.

Another versatile performer in the Ti- 
gers’ stable of infielders is Luis Al- 
varado, 28-year-old fielding stylist 
purchased from the St. Louis Cardinals. 

The Puerto Rican veteran has played 
at second, short and third during his 
major league experience dating back to 
1968. 

Atone point the Boston Red Sox were 
grooming him to become their regular 
shortstop. Then he went to the Chicago 
White Sox, later to the Cleveland Indians 
and then to the Cardinals before getting 
a new start with the Tigers. 

As a Boston farmhand in 1969, Al- 


varado was the Most Valuable Player in 
the International League, leading the 
circuit in hits, runs and doubles while 
batting .292 for Louisville, the highest 
average of his entire career. 

In 1975, while splitting the season be- 
tween Oklahoma City and Tulsa, he set 
an American Association record for sec- 
ond basemen when he made only three 
errors among 495 fielding chances. 

His springboard to Tiger Stadium was 
a good season at Tulsa in 1976 when he 
hit .280 in 130 games, followed by 16 
games with the Cardinals in which he 
had a .286 average.

The Scouting System 


Key men in the Tigers’ operations are their 
scouts, responsible for digging up and sign- 
ing the prospects who are the life blood of 
success at Tiger Stadium. 


Twice a year, in June and January, the 
Tigers vie with the rest of the major league 
teams for the cream of the crop among high 
school, junior college and college graduates 
seeking diamond fame. 


That is the free agency draft system. 


As a member of the Major League Scout- 
ing Bureau, the Tigers benefit from a 
nation-wide computerized talent hunt. A 
host of scouts feed information into the 
bureau's computer, which then relays it to 
member clubs, including Detroit. 


With that information, the Tigers go 
another step, using a staff of seven fal-inie 
scouts of their own to check and double- 
check the reports under the direction of Bill 
Lajoie, director of player procurement, and 
Ed Katalinas, scouting coordinator. 


_From all that information, Lajoie and his 
aides carefully draw up their own rating lists 
and make their selections.

The Farm System 


Success on top of success! That's the cur- 
rent story of the Tiger farm system, rolling 
along in high gear while, at the same time, 
heading a fine crop of young prospects to- 
ward Tiger Stadium. 

During the past season, two champion- 
ships rewarded the four teams of the Tiger 
Chain. In the season before, it was the same 
story — two other pennants, plus a Junior 
World Series title. 

On top of that, the young Tigers of the 
Florida Instructional League were finishing 
first in 1975 and running a close second in 
1976. 

It's an enviable record for Hoot Evers, di- 
rector of player development, and his staff; 
but one they hope to keep going in 1977. 

Montgomery and Lakeland were the pen- 
nant winners in 1976. 

It was the second straight Southern 
League championship for the Rebels but the 
first Florida State League success in 20 
years for Lakeland. 

Evansville, the American Association and 
Junior World Series kings of 1975, and Bris- 
tol, the all-rookie club of the Appalachian 
League, both finished fourth — but the final 
countdown for the entire chain showed 253 
victories against 233 losses, including an 8-1 
record in playoff competition for Montgomery 
and Lakeland. 

Montgomery sailed to a division title with a 
strong second-half surge, then polished off 
two playoff foes with only one loss. Lakeland 
had a tougher time but finished strong, then 
whipped Miami and Tampa without a post- 
season defeat. 

Injuries and heavy call-ups of players by 
the Tigers handicapped Evansville and Bris-

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Tiger Stadium Lights Up 


Things happen at Tiger Stadium. Like in 1976-77. 


During the Tigers’ 75th anniversary season of 1976, 
the location was officially declared an historical site with 
suitable ceremonies. 


At the close of the season, Owner John E. Fetzer 
announced a long-range renovation program — Starting 
with a new field lighting system — to be financed by the 
Tigers if other assistance did not develop. 


Then there was a February fire, which frightened the 
fans but which was contained by Detroit's alert, hard- 
working firemen to the Third Deck, where it gutted the 
pressbox. 


With all of that, itis business as usual at Michigan and 
Trumbull, where they started playing baseball before 
1900 and where the game will continue until no one 
knows when. That's good news for the fans who de- 
light in the intimacy of the historic setting. 


It was the Michigan Historical Commission which 
made an historical site out of the Tiger Stadium premis- 
es, noting the transition from Bennett Park to Navin 
Field to Briggs Stadium to Tiger Stadium as the home of 
professional baseball in Detroit. 


A large bronze plaque, denoting registration of the 
site by the State of Michigan, has been placed on a wall 
near the office entrance on Trumbull Avenue. 


The renovation of Tiger Stadium, part of which was 
built in 1912 and the last addition made in 1938, was 
promised by Tiger Owner Fetzer with a pledge to keep 
the Tigers in Detroit. First step in the rehabilitation was 
installation of an up-to-date multi-vapor lighting system 
which more than doubles the illumination of the incan- 
descent lamps in use since 1948. 


Up-dated plumbing, interior lighting and eventual re- 
placement of grandstand seats are to follow as finances 
permit.
